Issue Collapses 


Washington, Feb. 13 <AP)—The 
charge against Joseph Patrick Car- 
ley of “buying a half pint of gin’, 
heralded as a test of the liquor 
buyer's guilt under the Volstead 
act, collapsed in police court today 
after the prosecution was unable to 
find anyone who would admit sell­ 
ing the gin to Carley.
